J. R Killgore. owner and publisher of the Rosebud News, 
writes a column in his own paper und*:r the by-line of "R iff” 
which he calls “ Highways and Byways.” A recent column was 
dt voted to the subject of insurance and the services rendered 
by a com petent local agent, and we feel it worth while to 
и р г 61 in full. Here it is! 
Every now and then I iret a circular about fire insur­ 
ant j at less than the rate that is established b y th e State 
Insurance Commission that is Irased on the fire* exper­ 
iences of a city or community. This, on its face, looks 
lit» an opportunity to savt some money. 
Eut I had a fire loss once, about 23 years ago. I had 
the insurance placed with the local insurance agencies, 
and 1 was real glad of it. The local agent performs his 
very best service at the time when you need him the 
most . . . in time of a loss. At the tirne of a loss, the 
local agent is working for YOU and not the insurance 
company. 
The established rates are reasonable rates. They are 
figured on the loss experience, plus a reasonable fee for 
services of the insuring company and the local repres­ 
entative. 
Actually, you never need insurance until you need to 
make a claim. Only a few individuals know* how to make 
a claim, and many do not know when to make a claim. 
Since that sizeable loss of 23 years ago, I have hrfd a 
few small losses that were so small that I didn’t think 
of filing for payment. But the local agent learned alxnit 
the loss, interviewed me, reported the loss and made the 
collections, and I was reimbursed for the loss. 
Rosebud has three established insurance agencies. All 
three of these citizens pay taxes here. They know you. 
They go to church here. Their children attended or at­ 
tend the local schools. They belong to the organizations 
that promote the welfare of Rosebud anti the Rosebud 
territory. 
Why should I, or why should you patronize the foreign 
concerns who have no local representative, who no doubt 
owe many claims that have never been presented for 
payment, who may really hope that their policy holders 
will dread the trouble of making a claim so much that 
they won’t make it . . . when I arid you can buv it from 
from a fellow citizen and a personal friend? The “cheap” 
insurance may be more expensive in the long run.
